It is fair to state at the outset that 
the Taxation Committee in their Re- 
port have put forward three major 
sources of increase for consideration, 
‘and that they recommend that big ad- 
ditional revenue from assessed taxes 
“should be regarded as a last resource” 
for revenue raising. The higher rate 
is estimated to yield an extra $3,000,- 
000 a year. 


To take the last expedient first, and 
as one of widest import to the com- 
munity in general, it may serve some 
useful purpose if a widespread, though 
not necessarily publicly audible, dis- 
cussion be entered into to concentrate 
on the proposal to augment the revenue 
by nearly 50 per cent. on the one sin- 
gle item of rents assessment. 


At the bottom of page 13 of the 
Taxation Committee’s Report the as- 
sertion appears that “the present rate 
is lower than that obtaining in Shang- 
hai or in Singapore.” The present 
rate in Hong Kong is 17 per cent. on 
rents. Unfortunately there is no ready 
means of verifying the Singapore as- 
sessment rate. 


So far as Shanghai is concerned, the 
general municipal yate was 14. per 
cent.; it is one of 16 per cent. from 
Ist April, 1939, to 30th September, 
1939, and the S. M. Council Budget for 
the current year provides for 18 per 
cent, from 1st October, 1939, until the 
next annual meeting of rate-payers. 
These rates apply to assessed rentals 
of buildings within the Settlement. In 
differentiation there is a “special” rate 
of 14 per cent. during the earlier per- 
iod, to be increased to 16 per cent, 
on Ist October next, on buildings be- 
yond Settlement limits enjoying Set- 
tlement : amenities, including utility 
services... ... —- . . 


/ What is the authority for the dis- 
puted statement that the present rate 
in Hong Kong is lower than that ob- 
taining in Shanghai, it will be inter- 
esting to learn. Before the Commit- 
tee’s vital recommendation to increase 
the assessment rate is implemented, 
no room should be left for assailable 
criticism. It is matter of common 
knowledge that Shanghai’s rates were 
put up as a result of the serious loss 
in revenue ‘through occupation by a 
contending force of Dp aston which 
formerly contributed to her revenue 
and also to # large number. of vacan- 
cies. In these respects the reverse 
has happened‘in Hong Kong; the Co- 
lony has been more fortunate. 
incom 
- ed, and not reduced, by the deplorable 
circumstances of the past two years. 


It is bad enough that, as a result of 
the demand for housing accommoda- 
_.tion, there has been an upward ten-

fortunitely extended, to Government’s 
credit, landlords of a certain class are 


unsparing in their efforts to increase }-

To group all houses in a single rate- 
able class, subject to the enormous in- 
crease recommended,,is a fallacy which 
should be capable of correction. It 
might be-some comfort if, before the 
actual carrying out of this particular 
recommendation, some - satisfactory 
classification be made between residen- 


tial and business premises and, as a 
class by themselves, the industrial es- 
tablishments also. There are: good 
frcunds for this contention when 
usiness premises are exempt from 
eurbing legislative influences. A 
grasping class of landlords have not 
been slow to take full advantage of 
their freedom and in known cases have 
been responsible for three successive 
increases of rent during the past eigh- 
teen months. It may even be expe- 
dient to classify house properties ac- 
cording to locality, as, for instance, 
those enjoying all the urban amenities 
in exclusive suburban areas costing 
for their maintenance a higher ex- 
penditure to taxpayers. The equity 
of the proposal will be seen in the re- 
lief from the incidence of heavier tax- 
ation which will be afforded to a class 
sufficiently burdened with expenditure 
created by éxceptional circumstances.

Is a competitor who-is.in the 
right, but can avoid collision, allow- 
ed to touch a yacht which is in the 
wrong in order to avoid breach of 
rules by that yacht ?—-Answer—Yes, 
in certain cases. Ii the previous and 
in this question, attention was called 
to Rule.

TOUGHEST GUY IN HIST

HIS is the tale of a tough guy. 
His name was George Lavigne, 

and they called him the ‘Saginaw 
Kid.’ He was the second light- 
weight champion in modern fight 
history, he looked like a sixteen- 
year-old schoolboy, but actually 
possesged an almost inhuman re- 
sistance to punishment. He took 
part in some of the worst slaughter- 
house fights ever known, and was 
possessed of that kind of courage 
found usually in high bred animals. 


His first defence of his title was in 
New Orleans where he traded granite 
punches with a battler of the name of 
Andy Bowen. Straight away there 
occurred the type of drama that was 
to dog the Kid’s footsteps throughout 
his blazing career. For the first few 
rounds the men fought on equal terms, 
but after about the sixth session La- 
vigne got going with his merciless 
swings, and he proceeded to hand out 
a fearful beating to the challenger. 
WUnhooking punch after punch, he belt- 
ed Bowen around the ring, and the 
crowd were dumbfounded to find Bowen 
still on his feet at the end of the tenth 
round, battered and bleeding from a 
dozen wounds. Finding his foe's head 
a tough nut to crack, Lavigne shifted 
his attack to the body, and he blasted 
a hundred crushing blows to Bowen's 
ribs, hurling him across the ring, and 
hammering him up ‘against the ropes. 

From the fifteenth round, the Kid, in 
desperation, went absolutely fight mad. 
Sinking his head between his shoulders 
he mowed in, thrashing the air ‘with 
his powerful arms, and Janding | with 
thunderbolt force on his foe’s head and 
body. For the next three rounds it 
was murder, and Bowen bent _ before 
the blast like a tree in a hurricane. 

Tragic Tribute 

Out from his corner for the eigh- 
teenth round came the champion, and 

he hit the weakened Bowen four. shud-

dering Ieft hooks to the stomach. Bo- 
wen went down like a shot partridge, 
and he was still out when they carried 
him to the dressing room, He ‘was 
rushed to a hospital at once, but, al- 
though he rallied slightly, he died ear- 
ly next morning. 

This was a tragic tribute to the ‘Sa- 
ginaw Kid’s’ dynamic_punch, but in 
his next tifle defence Lavigne was on 
the receiving end of terrible punish- 
ment, He: boxed Jack Everhardt, a 
great fighter with an undefeated re- 
cord, and this was a contest that had 
the crowd on its feet from the first 
bell. The challenger practically jab- 
bed the champion’s head off, and 
brought roars from the fans as_ he 
used a beautiful right cross, planting 
it unerringly in the Kid’s face. Savage- 
ly Lavigne attacked, but he ran into a 
brick-wall defence. Before half a doz- 
en rounds had gone by, Lavigne Was 
ripped to ribbons, his face a mask of 
blood. ; 

Feverishly. the champion’s manager, 
Sam Fitzpatrick patched him ,up as 
well as possible after each round, but 
by the fifteenth session the Kid looked 
like a job for the undertakers. His 
nose was broken, both eyes were closed 
to slits, and blood was pouring from 
him mouth and right ear. 

With animal rage, Lavigne pressed 
the fight, only to catch raking punches 
from the cool, self possessed Ever- 
hardt, 


Mystery Right Hook 


Lavigne was a punch bag by the 
twenty-second round, and it was ob- 
viously only ‘heart’ that kept him go- 
ing at all. His manager pleaded with 
him to turn it in, but he refused ‘with 
a brief shake of his battered head. Up 
came the twenty-third round, and back 
to tho wars steamed the Kid. He was 
almost blind, and was drenched with 
his own gore. But he rushed over to 
before the latter could 
He crowded to the 
ropes, and-sank a left hand to his 
stomach, Then,. pivotting round, he 
smashed over a tremendous right hook.

. . + From where he got the strength 
is a mystery, but when that right hook 
drilled into Everhardt’s chin, he slump- 
ed to the canvas and lay there inert, 
not a muscle twitching! 

When Everhardt gained con- 
sciousness, the only mark he show- 
ed was a swelling on the point of 
the jaw, whereas Lavigne was in 
such a state that he had to be led 
across the ring by his manager to 
‘shake hands with his victim. 

An hour later fighters and fans were 
crowded in the bar of a New York 
sporting club, drinking champagne. 
Fitzpatrick, with a table spoon, ‘was 

ouring the sparkling liquid between 
avigne’s bruised lips, as by now the 
victorious champion couldn’t see at all! 


Unique Challenge ° 


The greatest fight of this. hard-case 
Kid’s carcer was ‘when he ‘boxed the 
famous negro warrior, Joe Walcott, 
who at that time was welterweight 
champion of the world. The negro had 
been mowing down his foes with the 
deadliness of a machine-gun, and both 
he and Lavigne were considered un- 
beatable in their class. 


* One day the fighters’ managers had 
an argument in a bar. Walcott’s pilot 
said Joe could train down to the then 
lightweight limit—133 — pounds—and 
knock out Lavigne in fifteen rounds, 
provided that Walcott was allowed to 
weigh-in four hours before the fight. 
Furthermore, if the Kid were on his 
feet at the end of the fifteen sessions, 
he. was to be declared: the winner. 
This unique contest was the talk of 
the New York sporting world for 
weeks, and the negro was made a heavy 
favourite. No one could imagine La- 
vigne avoiding Walcott’s lethal right 
hand for fifteen rounds. - To their utter 
amazement, the Kid didn’t try. Instead 
of ducking the negro’s heavy batteries, 
the little lightweight champion blazed 
to the attack from the first bell, carry- 
ing the fight to his much larger foe, 
and giving the fans.a battle that is 
still talked of. nee

The tide of battle changed. around 
the tenth round. Absolutely undaunt- 
ed by his injuries, Lavigne simply 
broke the negro’s heart. Despair was 
graven on the darkie’s face. He had 
given everything 
effort to put the little man down, but 
here he was still ripping to the body 


with powerful. short arm blows, still 


punching «. .-™. 

The fifteenth and last round: ended 
with the great Walcott, eyes staring, 
breath rasping, knees trembling, as he 
swayed against the ropes; and it ended 
with the ‘Saginaw Kid’ almost cut to 
pieces, but still fighting like a bear cat. 

The tale of this tough guy didn’t end 
there. He held his lightweight cham- 
pionship for six years, knocked out 
twenty men, beat fourteen, He only 
lost four contests, and was never 
knocked out, He received in his career 
enough punishment to kill a regiment, 
but: he was always punching at the last 
bell. Somehow they don’t: make ’em 
like the .‘Saginaw Kid’ these days,
